BIOGRAPHICAL NOTE 



Mr. John J. Hammer was born in Westhoven, Ger- 
many, January 1, 1838. At the age of fifteen he came 
to America and settled in Baltimore, where he began 
work in a cigar factory. Inspired by the pictures of 
landscapes then so universally used on cigar boxes, he 
took lessons in art, and later was employed by Napoleon 
Sarony of New York as a retoucher. Being of a saving 
nature, he soon left Sarony and went to Paris to study; 
then to Diisseldorf, and later to Munich, where he 
became a pupil of Professors Loefftz and Alexander 
Wagner. On one of his trips abroad he met Mr. Andrew 
Carnegie, who became much interested in him, gave him 
orders for portraits, and established a School of Art in 
Pittsburg under Mr. Hammer. But, being of a restless 
nature, and desirous of absolute freedom, he soon gave 
up his school in Pittsburg and made a tour through the 
United States, sketching nature, and ultimately returned 
to Munich, where he spent his last years. A few years 
previous to his death, which occurred November Q, 1906, 
he met with the misfortune of losing his eyesight. 
Among his works are: "In the Shade" (1881), "In 
the Sun" (1882), Kunstverein, Munich; "Gleaners" 
(1883); Portrait of the late William Baumgarten, New 
York; "Scenes from Pompeii," water colors (1883); 
"Goose Girl" (1883), Munich Exhibition; "Little 
Barefoot" (1884); "Dreams of Childhood," water 
colors (1885); Portraits of Mrs. Margaret Carnegie 
(1886) and of Andrew Carnegie, New York.
